By 1944 the Japanese vere running out of plenes for the Kamikaze's, this 
vas due to the fact that as many aircraft as possible even the obsolete 
models vere being put into store for use when the American's invaded 


Japan. 


It vas then that the Japanese turned to the second phase of Kamikaze's 
and the Japanese Navy began to use Human bombs, or Baka-bombs as the 
American's called them, due to Baka meaning an idiot or lunatic in 


Japanese slang. 


These bombs were fifteen feet long and mađe of wood, they had two small 
wings and a rudimentary rudder. The pilot would sit upon a ton of 
explosive in a makeshift cockpit. The Baka-bomb was propelled by 
four rockets and could attain a speed of 514 knots. It was carried by 
a bomber, who dropped it in the vicinity of the target, the pilot then 
guided the Baka-bomb with the use of the rudder (which often broke off) 
to the ship which he intended to destroy. 


The U.S. Destroyer Abele was hit by one of them on the 12th April, and 
cut in two. The Japanese Admiralty however did not announce that the 


new suicide-weapon had been used until the end of kay, when it was 


announced that they had been used at Okinawa, and mentioned in dispatches 


four hundred and fifty young pilots who had been killed while using it. 


However, the machine was far from perfect, and the majority of Baka-bomb 


pilots blew themselves up even before sighting their objectives. 


The Japanese did not have time to use the third phase of Kamikaze"s 
before the war ended. But several pilots lost their lives testing 


them and they were far from having being perfected in 1945. 


This third phase vere human torpedo's, which the Japanese had named 


Kaitens, which means "those that shake the heavens', 


They were like small motor-boats with a warhead and an hermetically 
sealed cockpit tor one pilot only.The American's found 3 hundred of 
these torpedo's stored in caves when they landed on the small Keramas 
islands, spreading out 45 miles south-west of Okinawa in March, 1945.

When i first heard that Martin Bramah and Uns Raines were forming a group 
i was overjoyed at the thought of another great group to while away the 
hours listening to; having always liked Una's unique keyboard tinklings 
and Martin's playing with the Fall, Reports then came through the press 
that they were semi-good and that their debut single had one good side and 
one bad side, so when i heard Uncle john play "The Flood! i thought that 
it must be the good side because it really was, then though i heard 
‘Disney Boys' and that was really good as well, so the press were fucking 
about again and either reviewing records before they'd heard them again 
or saying it because they'd run out of other ways to descibe the week's 
new releases, 

The blue Orchids are at present Martin - guitar and vocals, Una - 
keyboards, Joe Kin - drums, and tick Goldshaw - who used to play second 
guitar but moved to bass when steve Toyne left the band, and the last i 
heard they were rehearsing a new guitarist. Martin and Una were both 
founder members of the mighty Fall. Rick also played bass with the Fall 
for a while and played on various Independent singles from the Manchester 
Area (John (ooper-Clarke amongst others), and also had his own band for a 
while The Ferrets. Joe hails from Vaerphilly in South Wales and is the 
only non-mancunian of the band, he has been described as an ‘itinerant 
member' of the band, naving also been in the Reducers, Dislocation vance, 
and various other bands prior to the Blue Orcnids. 

The Blue Orchid's first single "The Flood:/ "Disney ioys’! vas finally 
released on December 1st 1980, and impressed most people John Peel so 
much that he promptly booked them to record a session which was one of 
the first broadcasted in 1981, it's already been repeated once and 
contained "lov Profile","Hork" and "The House That Faded Out". All three 
songs were great and 'Work' and "The nouse ‘that Faded Out! is going to be 
the next single (RT067,the first being R165) released sometime in March, 
they lso contribute "The Wait' to the NME/Rough Trade C81 (bargain of 
the year) cassette. 

Although 3 members of the band used to be in the Fall any comparisons 
between the 2 groups is futile and strongly discouraged by all parties 
concerned, though it must be said that htey are 2 of the few bands 
coming from Manchester making innotive thought provoking music, and they 
both distinctly opose and do not want any part of the"Manchester Sound" 
typified by A Certain Ratio and producer Martin Rushent, 

They have yet to tour but a small U.K. tour is being lined up for 
March, their live appearances so far being confined to Manchester/ 
Liverpool (Hovis land) territory with regular attacks on our dear capital 
London, ” 

So for the time being us outer regionaires vill have to conteat 


ourselves with the singles and hope that the small U.K. tour is bigger 
then we thouent.

Amthrax for the People have just released their secand cassette ‘Waiting 
for the second Post" on Dave Dixey's own alternative capitalists label, 
their first tape 'The Grand Union Canal Mystery! being released on Kif 
Kif's Weird Noise label, 

Waiting for the second post contains verious jams and impovisations 
recorded between July and September, 1980; and their debut live concert 
at the Snack Bar, Gateway Sixth form College, Leicester, on the 4th April 
1979. 

The jams and improvisationsget a bit sort of self indulged on side 2 
(i think it's side 2 my labels have come off) but some of them work quite 
well, and seeing the tape is a C60 for only £1.35 you can overlook some 
of the jams and put them down to tape fillers and experiments that went 
wrong. The live concert which appears to have been recorded in front of 
a very favourable, if a bit on the noisey side audience of school chums 
contains some really good songs and makes the tape definately worth getting 
» With "Anthrax" sounding particularly like The Prats on some tracks. 

My favomrite track on the tape is "Hov Come", with some of the other 
tracks included being Sniff Bleach, Early Morning Reggae, Its Cold Outside

on Weird records. Then i did a couple of things on tape with Dave Dixey 
which ended up on a couple of his Alternative Capitalists tape compilations. 
Then in the summer of 1980 i recorded and released ‘waiting for the second 
post", 

Q. What do the three of you play? 

Rupert. I sing, play glockenspiel, do percussion and i'm more or less 
artistic director, producer etc etc. vave Dixey plays or rather does 
various acoustic instruments, he can't sing for anything. kobert 
Helville is a very good guitar player, his electric vork is basically the 
mainstay of my work with him, he just riffs out vhat he wants and i 
improvise voice and glockenspiel etc over the top of it. When i play 
with Dave however things are less ordered, because neither of us are 
proficient musicians. 

Q, Could you tell us a bit about Waiting for the second post ? 

kupert., The live stuff came from that original free concert and the 
recordings are jams between me and dave and robert, funnily enough 

those two guys have neve: played together. Waiting for the second post 
is a (60 tape released on alternative capitalistsrecords. We're very 
proud of it, and it's the only thing we've released that we would really 
recommend, 

Q. What are you trying to aim for with your music ? 

rupert, Our aim is to try and hold the attention of our audience, entertain 
and hopefully stimulate them with gur music and to experiment to see 
whether we can achieve these aims without being overtly good musicians.

Q. Ho v do you think the experiments have gone so far ? 

Rupert. It‘s much harder then i thought it would be but it can be done, 
Sometimes when we're playing, tapping and bopping about, suddenly it gels 
and blimey - music is created - several ot these magic moments are 
thankfully captured on tape, We must maximise these, To be honest the 
music isn't that good, but ve are proud of the second tepe, really.
